W ashington. .Ian. 15. — Government 
ownership of all of the telegraph lines 
of the country, to he run by the post 
office dep artm ent, is what Postm as 
ter General Hitchcock has announced 
that 
he 
will 
recommend 
to 
con 
gress. 
Mr. Hitchcock has dug up a 
statute enacted by congress forty or 
more years ago, under which he con 
tends the governm ent can take ovet 
the wire service of the country and 
conduct it as an adjunct of the j>o8t 
office dep artm ent. 
It is estimated un­ 
officially th a t this gigantic undertak 
ing would co« t the United States gov­ 
ernm ent som ew here between $300,000, 
OOo and $500,000.000. 
To say that Hitchcock’s announce 
ment was a surp rise to Washington is 
putting it mildly. 
The most interest 
ing thing about it, though, is that ir 
ap p arently was a great surp rise also 
to President Taft. There has been no 
intimation th a t the president had an 
thortzed 
his 
p ostm aster genera! 
to 
make such a recommendation.

15.—A nthracite 
officers and delegates of th e mine 
workers arrived here today to attend 
the convention which opens tomorrow, 
eager to fake up the fight which John 
Mitchell, ex -president of the union, is 
ex pected to make at the meeting of 
the United Mine Workers of Ameri­ 
ca. 
A year ago at this convention a 
resolution was passed compelling John 
Mitchell either to resign from the Na­ 
tional Civic Federation or from the 
mine workers. 
Mitchell left the fed­ 
eration, giving up the salary of $8.000 
a year which he was paid. 
Since then 
his friends have claimed that the con 
veutlon vvas packed by the Socialist 
element of the union, which Mitchell 
has always opposed, in an effort to 
humiliate him. 
Mitchell is ex pected to make a vig­ 
orous fight to have the resolution re­ 
scinded and the anthracite men will, 
with few- ex ceptions, support him. The 
opposition will be led by Thom as Lew­ 
is, who last year was defeated for 
president by John P. White. 
The convention will also --» insider 
the demands of the anthracite mine 
workers, and there is a belief here that 
the national ex ecutive hoard will mod­ 
ify them in the hope that thereby the 
operators may be induced to grant 
some concessions. 
The demands will 
not be p resented to the op erators until 
after the convention adjourns. 
One of the chief demands of the an­ 
thracite m iners is that the board of 
conciliation 
Ik* abolished. 
Every op­ 
erator who was seen believes in the 
board, which has so far settled satis­ 
factorily more than 200 grievances. 
Miners 
say they personally 
should 
like to see (he board continued. 
The 
miners thus approached gave as their 
reasons the same arguments advanced 
by the op erators, the chief of which is 
that the board is made up of three op­ 
erators and three mine workers and 
that if there is a deadlock on a deci­ 
sion the question is put up to C. P. 
Neill, chief of the bureau of lalior at 
Washington, 
who 
then 
as 
umpire 
m akes a decision that is final. 
The 
m iners’ wives and daughter agree with 
you that the board should go on set­ 
tling disputes. 
Settling disp utes in 
the board's way means—has meant for 
about nine years—the absence of long 
strikes, stagantion In other businesses, 
hunger and some times murder, loss of 
revenue to the mining companies, loss 
of property through violence, loss of 
wages to the miner, and at last the 
word ov er the g rocery counter that the 
m iner’s 
family may have no 
more 
credit. 
“Then why,” ask folks not familiar 
with the situation, “if the op erators 
want to continue the board and m iners 
wives and families almost unanim ous­ 
ly ask that u go on, why do som e of 
the most observant 
persons in the 
three anthracite labor dictricts ex pect 
that the hoard will not be continued 
and that a serious strike may be called 
w it’ n a few months?” 
One m ust re­ 
m em ber that the miner has nex t to 
nothing—has nothing—to say whether 
the board shall be continued or not. 
The district presidents and other un­ 
ion leaders have almost all the say 
And the leaders do not love the board 
of conciliation because with the l>oard 
settling grievances, even a board made 
up of as many mine workers as op era 
tors, the settling of disputes Is taken 
out of the hands of “the union ” 
“The board does not recognize the 
union as a union,” is the sum 
of the 
complaints of the handful of leaders 
who tell about 175,000 mine workers 
what to do. 
The labor leaders, in 
other words, want to settle things by 
meeting directly the op erators in their 
offices, the mine owners conferring 
with them as union leaders, not as 
members of a joint board. 
And if the 
board of conciliation did not ex ist the 
leaders could make their demands, and 
if these demands were turned down 
the leaders could harangue at a near­ 
by hall that night or the nex t, call a 
big strike as they used to do, and tie 
up the region. 
For a m ajority of the 
175.‘>00 faithful usually have quit and 
fought and starved when the leaders 
told them to quit, a state of affairs 
that doesn't ex ist under the board.

Washington. 
Jan. 
15.—President 
Taft is now reconciled to the fact that 
there is rio chance of obtaining the en­ 
actment of a federal incorporation bill 
a t this session of congress. The p res 
ident had given this legislation a place 
of equal prominence on his program 
with the tariff, but hs has been in­ 
formed by his sup p orters in congress 
that it will be imjiossible to do any­ 
thing along the line of anti trust leg 
islation this session. 
The president 
will continue to urge the passage of a 
federal incorporation measure, but the 
efforts of his adm inistration from now 
on will be centered chiefly tifpon the 
tariff question. 
The Democrats have 
insisted all along on making the tariff 
the principal Issue In the coming cam ­ 
paign, and when President Taft devot­ 
ed his first m essage of the session to 
the Sheriman anti-trust law ex clusive^ 
ly, they immediately jumped at. tin* 
conclusion that he was trying to shunt 
the tariff to one side and obscure it 
with the anti-trust, issue. 
President Taft has been advised now 
to meet the Democrats squarely on the 
tariff, and he Is prepared to <’*> this 
The issue that the president will carry 
to the people of the country, however, 
will not involve any particular tariff 
measure, past or present,

based on the general principle of a re­ 
vision of the tariff founded on ex pert 
data, instead of the 8lipsh« >d, snajr- 
dash method of the past.
